It would be too long to deſcant here upon 


the loud Clamour rais'd. over England, of 
the Perſecution of this Reverend Man, as 


they call'd him, tho the Man himſelf, more 


eminent for Singing Bawdy Songs, and for 
other Immoralities, than any Reverend Be- 
haviour as a Miniſter of the Goſpel, was a 
Perſon they ought to have been aſham'd of;

having occaſion to come over here, about my 


neceſſary Affairs, before I was ready to return 
the ſaid Prebendary, under whom I had the 
Cure at the Church of Thnan, happen'd to die, 
and 1 thereby render'd deteſtitute of a Charge; 
and being, at the ſame time, earneſtly invited, 
and defired by ſeveral Perſons here, whe are of 
the Communion of the Church of England, their 
Native Country, and who did not join with the 
er Eftabliſh'd Church here; (fo that no Eſta- 


liſh'd Miniſter's Charge was encroach'd upon:) 


And having Council and Advice, that there was 
no Law to the Contrary, was ſoprevail'd upon to 
preach, and read Prayers to theſe Perſons, after 
the Form of the Church of England. And I en- 
gaged in this the more readily, when I conſider'd, 
that the Prefbyterian Diſſenting Miniſters in Fre- 
land, ( where they have no Toleration from 
the Government, as in England) and who are for 
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the moſt part, Scots-men, if they be qualified ac- 


cording to Law, and preach, and live as becomes, 


are never diſturbed by the regular Clergy; but 
they enjoy the free Exerciſe of — 22 after 
their own Way, almoſt in every Pariſh: And I 
did expect that their Brethren in Scotland would 
not do to others, what they would not have others 
do to them. Having thus laid before your Lord- 
ſhips the Matter of Fact, and Circumſtances there. 
of, it is evident, that the Procedure and Sentences 
both of the Preſbytery and good Town of Edinburgh, 
have no Ground nor Fonndatioh in Law, and fo 
are moſt unwarrantable; for the Reaſons follow- 
ing. Primo, I being legally ordained a Miniſter, 
and duly qualified as ſuch, am under the Pro- 
tection and Favour of the Government, by ſeveral 
Laws and Acts of Parliament; and particularly, 
by the Sixteenth Act of the Meeting of the States 
of Scotland, holden in Anno One. thouſand ſix 
hundred and ninety nine Years, whereby it is 
prohibited and diſcharged, that no Injury be offe- 
red by any Perſon whoſoever, to any Miniſter of 
the Goſpel, either of Church or Meeting-Houſe, in 
the Pofleſhon and Exerciſe of the Miniſtry there- 
in, they behaving themſelves as becomes under the 
preſent Government. And therefore, the foreſaid 
Sentence of Impriſonment and Execution thereof, 
is manifeſtly. illegal and without Warrand; Ef; 
ciĩally een Secumdo, That the only Reaſon 
aſſigned for the Sentence, is, that I did judicially 
acknowledge, that I preached and performed Di- 
vine Service, publickly, upon a Sabbath-Day, after 
I was diſcharged therefrom by the Pre/bytery of 
the Bounds, and in contempt alſo of the Magi- 
nn Sentence; interpoſing their Authority to the 
Preſpytery's aforeſaid prohibition z with and _ 
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the Certification, not only of Impriſonment, but 


of ſuch other Puniſhment as they ſhould think 


fit to infli& ; which Reaſon can never be ſuſtained 


to ſupport the foreſaid Sentence in Law, there 
being none that authorizes, or gives Warrand to 
any Þreſoytery, or other Church Judicature, to pro- 
hibit and diſcharge any Miniſter from Preaching, 
or having publick Prayers in his own Family, or 
other private Houſe, which is all that I do; un- 
leſs it could be qualified, that the Doctrine preach- 
ed by me was Erroneous, or that my Prayers con- 
tained any thing not warranted from the Word 
of God, and Rule of our Faith, which, in the pre- 
ſent Caſe, was not ſo much as alledged, or that 
any thing was ſaid or — by me, in my ſaid 
Religious Performance, ſhewing any Diſloyalty to 
the preſent Eftabliſhed Government. And as no 
Church Judicature had any Authority from Law,

of it; for nothing is plainer in their Law, 


than that the Tythes were the Patrimony of 
that Church, as appears by Act 10.

James IV. held in 1 567, and by many other 
Acts. It is likewiſe known to every one 
in Scotland, that Tythes were ſettled by the 
Legiſlature, and that fuch Endowments as 
have, at any Time, . been made from the 
Rents of the Crown, requir'd the Conſent 
of Parliament to make them good; that their 
Princes could alienate nothing belonging to 
the Crown without their Conſent. And as 
to the Pope's Canon-Law, from whence Pa- 
tronages proceded, it never obtain'd ſo far in 
Scotland, as to be much regarded. This is evi- 
dent from many of their Laws, which forbid 
their being govern d by any other, and from 
the Pragmatical Sanctions betwixt the Popes 
and the Kings of Scotland, who were always 
as inflexible in this Matter, if not more, 
than the Kings of France. 
But be that how it will; when the Pope's 
Authority was abrogated, in Scotland, by Act 
of Parliament, in 1560, all Juriſdiction de-

let their Accademies ſtand; but to pull their 
 Actademies down, is only the way to force them 
to ſend their Youth to fitter Places. This is 
evident in the firſt Years after the Expulfion 
of Miniſters, before the private Accademies 
were erected; and when their Miniſters were 
generally Educated Abroad, from whence 
they came much better finiſh'd, than they 
do now, from our private Accademies; and 
this makes the preſent Set of Miniſters, that 
are alſo wearing off the Stage, deſerve this

But to go back from the Schools to the

dation Evil, and Removing the Cauſes, 


than to attack the Vice of our Young Cler- 
, which, being rooted in their Ignorance 


and Want of Learning, lies too deep to be 
pull'd out; for Conceit and Aﬀedtation is the 
certain Produce of a little Learning, as Hu- 


mility i is of a great deal. 


The Third and Laſt Article laid down, 
in the Beginning of this Eſſay, is the Taſte 
of our People in Hearing; and, indeed, this 
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faffers equal Defection: Whether the wo⸗ 


ful Degeneracy of the Miniſtey proceeds from 


that of the People, or this Error of the People 


from the Miniſtry, ſhall not be enquir'd here, 
leaſt the Evil ſhould appear Reciprocal, and 
they be found like Men in a Plague, mu- 
tually to Infe& one another. ' 
That our . Taſte of Preaching is alter'd 


with the Preaching, is evident from the 


People we run after, and the People we run 
from; from our Manner of Hearing, and 
Manner of Living under the Operation of 
a Proteſlant Goſpel Miniſtry,  _ 
In the Choice of our Preachers, what In- 
ſtances have we to determine us by, when, 
as before is noted, a Half-bred Youth that 
makes, as we call it, a good Figure in the 


Pulpit, one of Mr. Burgeſs's Furbelo'd 


Preachers that has a little Muſick upon 
his Tongue, and Reads handſomely, that 


Talks i , has the Gift of the Gob, 


and pleaſes our Fancy, ſhall run away with 


the whole Town, and draw Crowds of Hea- 
ters after him, while the Aged, the Learn'd, 
the Serious, the Painful Preachers that, as 
before, have the Eſſence. of the Work in 
their Heads, and the Succeſs of it upon their 
Hearts, preach to the bare Walls, and ſee 


their Auditors Daily forſake them. This 


might be illuſtrated by Names of Men; But 


that this Paper avoids Entring into Perſonal 


Characters, any Man may be ſatisfy'd of this.

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that has ſeen, or heard of the Treatment of 


many of our antient Miniſters lately Dead, &. 
and ſet them againſt others, whom we need 
not go far to name. Next we may obſerye 
he Conviction which this Error brings along 
with it, and how Time makes them aſham'd 
of their Folly: And this appears in their 
Abandoning again thoſe they have once been 
ſo fond of; after their glutted Fancy, tir'd 
with the Novelty, has Nauſeated thoſe they 
have Idoliz d before; this is ſeen in many 
Inſtances now among us, which alſo I for- 
ber. a. EE. 
Theſe are ſo many Teſtimonies, that the 
Taſte of the Town, debauch'd by Novelty, 
is corrupted and carry'd away with 


q carry'd dway with a Streafn; 
that the true Goſpel Principle of Hearing the 
Word without Reſpe& of Perſons, is loſt 
from among us; and the Times ſeem to have 
juſt ſuch a Turn as is faid. of the Popiſfh 
Ages in England, in former Days, viz. That 
in the Saxon Times they had Wooden Cha- 
lices and Golden Prieſts, but afterwards, as 
the Times mended, and the Nation grew 
Rich, they had Golden Chalices, and then 
they had Wooden Priefts, This, indeed, is 
the Diſaſter of the Toleration; as all Sweet 
Things have their Bitter in themſelves ; Be- 
Fang, Toleration we had a Wooden People 
and Golden Miniſters; ſince we got Eaſe 
and Wealth, we have a Golden People, but 
God knows we are in a fair Way to have 
a Wooden Miniſtry. T4 oo 
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It has been touch'd already how our Car- 
reſſing, Courting, Treating, and Flattering 
our Young Miniſtry has been fatal to them, 
as it robs them of their Time, the Life 
Blood of their Work, as it puffs up, prompts 


their Vanity, and fills them with Conceit 


of their real Worth, when it may, perhaps, 
be little more than Imaginary : Youth can- 
not always bear Praiſe, nor judge when they 


ought to value it, or how much. On the 


other Hand, the Evils of the Times have re- 
quir'd a reciprocal Compliance in the Mini. 


tore with the corrupt Latitudes of their Hear- 
ers, the Occaſional Conformity of the Diſſenters, 


too juſtly call'd Hypocriſy by their Enemies, 
has not only been practis'd by the Hearers, 


but has been, at their Requeſt, defended and 
allow'd by ſome of their Miniſters; and thoſe 


Gentlemen have ſet themſelves up to defend 
It at the ſame Time that they profeſs'd ſta- 
ted Non-Conformity as a Duty; but how 
Woodenly they have done it; how they 


are now aſham'd of it; and what Ruin this 
has brought upon the Diſenters, our Silence 


now acknowledges. Me,

for the Bible, take this Inſtance, an eminent 
Miniſter coming to preach, caſually, at a cer- 
tain Meeting-Houſe, near London, and ha- 
ving forgotten his Bible, could not borrow” 
one in the whole Congregation, till, at laſt, 
one poor Woman, by Accident, came in with 
a Bible. So uſeleſs 3 it is to examine or en- 
quire into what the Miniſter ſays, or to mi- 
nute down his Proofs, in Order to review 
and refle& on what has been hear.

It may be ſaid, without refle&ing, i in the 
leaſt, upon any now in the Miniſtry, that, 
did the Rich Part of the Diſſenters breed up 
their Children to be Miniſters, equally with 


the Poor, ſo that thoſe Youns Men, ſo bred 


up, had Subſiſtance of their own to depend 


upon, whereby all the Miſchiefs touch'd at 


before, would be avoided, and they could 
take due time to furniſh, and finiſh them- 


ſelves before they ventur'd upon ſo awful a 
Work you would ſee a Change in your 


Affairs, and the Reputation of the Diſſenters 
would riſe in proportion; for nothing caſts 


ſo great a Contempt upon any People, as a 


Contemptible Clergy. 


I know the Spirit of God is not confin'd 
to ſtudy Learning, length of Time, or an 
Human Means. But even thoſe who are mo 
apt to lay ſtreſs upon the Efficiency of the 
Sit, without helps of Letters, Study, and 
Application, will not pretend that theſe Helps 
are a Hinderance to that Spirit: But we are 
ſpeaking now of the Intereſt, as it reſpects the 
Times, and the Diſſenters as a Party; in which 
the want of theſe outward Means has produc'd 
ſuch Miſchievous Effects among us: That 
Breach would be heal'd, if all our Miniſters 
were rais'd of ſuch who had at leaſt ſome 


Competent Subſiſtence to depend upon, to 


prevent the mean Hackneying themſelves

about for Bread, which takes them off from 
following the Outward helps of Learning, or 
a Retirement ſuited to that Application to 
their Work, which is abſolutely neceſſary to 
its Succeſs, And why ſhould-a Man think 
a Thouſand Pound, if he can give it to a Son, 
ill-beſtow'd to make him a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel, while we ſee Ladies of much greater 
Fortunes think it not thrown away upon 
ſuch, though they have not oftentimes any 
Foundation of their own ?

It were very happy for a Young Miniſter, 
if he had 50 or 601. per Annum of his own, 
that if he is called to a middling Stipend, he 
may not refuſe God's Work for want of ſuf-

gation; that they may not forſake their 
Flocks when fix d, upon the mean Conſidera- 
tion of a better Sallary: This would be the 
way to ſpread the Diſſenting cron) into I th 
the remoteſt Corners, and have the Goſpel I h 
preachꝰd without mercenary Aims, or cove- Il vi.

But as the Diſſenters are ſtated, i it is quite 
another Caſe; in many Places, Preaching 
the Goſpel is almoſt a Work of Charity to 
the People: How ſhall the Promiſe of our Sa- 
viour be accompliſh'd, That the Poor have the 
Goſpel preach'd to them, while we Invert the 
Sentence, and ſay, By the Poor is the Goſpel 
preached, and while our Miniſters are the 
Product of our Charity? What Awe, what 
Reverence, will theſe beget who Preach for 
Bread, in the groſeſt Sence, that are even bred 
up to Preach for Bread. Theſe, truly, make 
. Trade; the e is their Shop, and 
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their Schooling their Apprenticeſhip, though 


they often ſet up without Stock, or Tools to 
Work with. EA TiN! e 
If the Diſſenters ever will reſtore their 


Figure in the World, it muſt be by reſtoreing 
their Miniſtry; and this will never be done, 


while they themſelves have ſo Contemptible 
an Opinion of the Miniſtry, that whoever 


can give his Son 500 1. to begin the World, 


will Scorn to thro' him away upon the Ofice; 
and would think it a ruin to him, to make 


him a Miniſter: Whereas, on the Contrary, 


a Thouſand Pound is as little as can be be- 
ſtowed to Set out a Man for that Work, ſo 
as to be an Honour to the Office of a Mini- 
ſter, or Capable of being helpful to the In- 


tereſt of the Diſſenters, and to keep himſelf, 


and'that Intereſt, from Contempt. I am in

Diſcouraging and Expoſing: ſome, ſo, on the 
other Side, to avoid Flattery and Paſſegy- 
rick, I have left Names entirely out of this 
Diſcourſe: I acknowledge the Merit of theſe, 
and ſhall, on all Occaſions, ſtudy to do them 
Juſtice; I reverence, their Perſons, and put a 
double Value upon them, hy how much I 
lament the Paucity of their Number; 1 
pray that they may be encreas d, and the 
Diſſemters bleſs d-with ſuch a Miniſtry as 
may preſerve, encreaſe, and eſtabliſn the In- 
tereſt of true Religion and Godlineſs among 
n them: But, on the other Hand, I appeal to 
e theſe very Miniſters for the Truth and 
t- MW Juſtice of what I have written, vis. Whe- 
-n ther there is not a ſad Defection among the 
je Diſſenters in this Caſe ; Whether, if a Re- 
le form be not made, their Intereft muſt not 
re inevitably fink; and to this End theſe 
in Sheets are written, and no other. To fay it 
he expoſes the Diſſenters, is to ſay nothing; 1 
be am ſure the Miſchief will not expoſe them 
n- | only, but ruin them; let it be amended; it 
of will be no Reproach to them to Correct their

or do I, in this, object againſt our Acca- 
Aemies as ſuch, or as incapable of Finiſhing

formance. I own' the Tutors are under Diſ. 


couragements, which the Circumſtances of 


the Diſſenters render unavoidable: but this is 
not the Complaint. The Want of Time; the 
ill Choice of the Youth;'and the unhappy 
Crowd thruſt in: Thoſe are the Foundations 
of all the Evil, of which as before, and this is 

what every one will own may be remedy'd. 

2. It remains now to enquire into the State 
of the Diſſenters, as it now ſtands, and as it 
reſpects their politick Intereſt under the new

Sbeet; and what is their preſent Work, as 
their Affairs are now ſcituated. 


Since the Writing of the foregoing Sheets, 


the Occaſional Bill takes Place, and the Diſ-

Truſt, Magiſtracy, and the like; I know 
there are Ways and Means how to evade 
this Act, and avoid the Force of it, and a 
few, for a ſhort Time, may ſhift and ſhuffle

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few, and laſt thoſe few but a litels While: 
The main Body of the Diſſenters in Places 
muſt expect either to quit one or the other; 


Queſtion among them which they fliould 
do; I hope the Time is coming when it 
ſhall-be no more a Queſtion, and WEn Pla- 


ces, Profits, Preferments, and Honours, ſhall 
no more ſtand in Competition with Con- 


ſelence, to the Ruin of the Character, Sin- 


cerity, Morals, and Intereſt of the Di/enters 
in this Nation. This Sincerity, and the 


ſteady Adhering to the Truth of their Prin- 
ciples is that which will bring Meat out of 


this Eater, and will effectually reſtore the 


Reputation of the Diſſenters, make their In- 


tereſt Formidable to their Enemies, Glori- 


ous to the Proteſtant Churches, and give the 


greateſt Blow to their Enemies who have 


contrived this late Oppreſſion for their Mor- 


tification that can poſſibly be given. 


This leads me to an Obſervation which I 
think is viſible from the Premiſes, and 
Which, as it is yet but in Proſpect, I have re- 


ſerv'd for this Place, às a Concluſion to this 


Work, viz. That the Enemy aforeſaid will, in 


the End, be entirely diſappointed in their 
Expectations, as to the Diſſenters, from the 


late Reſtraint laid by them upon Occaſonal

ts add one Thing, by Way of Caution, which 


I hope ſnhall be back d with Reaſon and Cha- 
rity, vis. Always provided that the Diſſent- 
ers ſhall, as I hope they will, alter their 
Meaſures, revive the Antient Federal Prin- 
ciples of Love, Union, and Concert among 
and to one another, that they open their 
Hands and enlarge their Principles: I mean 
of Charity and Bounty to thoſe who are 
ready to ſuffer and ſacrifice themſelves ſor

from them, or diſcourage others from Em- 
bracing a Suffering Party arid Cauſe. 

I cannot but recommend to the D:ſſenters

Dublin, and ſent over to Her Majeſty, The 
Diſſenters in England may learn from this 
Paper, what it is alone that will make them 
formidable to their Enemies, encreaſe their 
Number, and confirm their Intereſt. The 
Convocation complain heavily of the grow- 
ing Numbers of the Diſſænters in the North, 
eſpecally of Ireland: They lament how' för- 
midable they are to the Eflabliſh'd Church, 
and the Neceſſity there is to cruſb and reſtrain 
them, yer Fear of the Overthrow of the Church: 
and the Arguments are very forcible, as it mu 
be confeſs'd: They are principally drawn from 
the Diligence of their Miniſters in Spreading 
their Poiſon, (fo they call Preaching a Pro- 
teſtant Doctrine) the univerſal Harmony and 
Concert in all their Proceedings, one with a- 
nother; their Raiſing great Funds to propa- 
gate their Intereſt, Supporting and Encourag- 
ing their own Party and Poor; and which is 
full worſe, their Adhering to one another in 
Matters of Commerce, Trading with one ano- 
ther, and Employing one another, excluſive of 
the Churchmen, whereby (lay they) they with * 
too much Succeſs, Aabliſhi Faction, that is 
their own Intereſt, and enrich themſelves to 
ſucha Degree as is dangerous to the Church, 
I omit Repeating the reſt of their Argu- 
ments,tho* many of them are of the like Kind, 
but the Uſe of it is this, that here, as in a 
_ Glaſs, the Diſſenters in England may —

right, ſteddy Adhering to the Principles of 
the Diſſenters will give them a Reputation 


all over the World, and even with their 
Enemies, and will reſtore them to the good 
Opinion, not of one another only, but of all 


the World; ſo a ſtrict Adhering to the In- 


tereſt of the Diſſenters, and Reſtoring a true 


publick Spirit among them, will raiſe their 
politick Reputation to ſuch a Degree as it 
never yet could arrive to, and make them 


too conſiderable in the World, to be uſed: as 


ſome People expect to uſe them. This ne- 
ceflarily requires ſome Explication, and with 


that I ſhall conclude this Diſcourſe.

Good may they do you: We believe vou 
have little to boaſt of the Eccleſiaſtical Con- 
verts you have made from the Diſſenters - 25 
Le dare not give us a Liſt of them, and bid 
us write their Characters, and then value 
your ſelves upon them: If no better go over 
than are yet gone, I mean among the Mini- 
ters of the Diſſenters, the Diſſenting Interef 
will never feel the Loſs, or the Church 
able to count their Gain: Nor is there one 
True bred Diſſenter to be found among the

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the Fund-bred, Half-raught Sons of Charity, 


of whom I have ſpoken before, ec. ſuch as 


| help'd to be a Scandal to the Diſſenters, when 
they were among them, and will be ſo to 
whomſoever they ſhall joyn; ſuch as had 


not the Education of Miniſters among the 


Diſſenters, been under the unhappy Diſcou- 
ragements aforeſaid you had never had, and 
if new Meaſures are taken by the Diſſenters, 
in the Education of their Miniſters, you will 
get very few more. ) 


As tothe Diſſenters, I ſay, be not concern d 
at theſe Men leaving you; let them go, and 


I wiſh many more which might be nam'd 
would go after them. The Remainder re- 


fin'd from this Droſs, purg'd from theſe 


Dreggs, clear'd of this Scum, would ſhine the 


clearer ; Preaching the Goſpel would revive 
among us; thele faſhionable Miniſters, really, 


know not what Preaching the Goſpel means; 
they are ſo afraid of what was called Cant, 


that they hardly preſerve the Gravity of Stile 


in the Pulpit, nay, they altogether ſhun the 


Energy and Force of acceptable Words, and 

rather ſtudy to make a fine Oration than a 
plain honeſt Sermon: So florid they would

Alſop has prov'd too true a Prophet. 
Plainneſs in Stile, an affectionate Delivery, 
Preach'd with a Concern for Souls, and with 
a Reverence Suitable to the Majeſty of the 
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Work. Theſe were the Things Recommen- 


ded the Goſpel to the laſt Age; and this muſt 
ſtill be ſaid, tho' the Taſte of this Age is 
Debauch'd by the Frothy Fluttering, Empty 
Pulhit-Talk, which is Cryed up for the Fine 
Preaching of the Day, as before; yet, if a true 
Primitive Goſpel Preacher happens, from 
ſome remote Corner, to riſe among us, as One
